_ I a ni indebted to Mr. C. Boden Kloss, Director of Muséums, 
S traits Settlements and Federated Malay States, for the privilège 
et examimng a stnall but interesting collection of Cicadas from 
rbe Mentawi Islands off West Sumatra, obtained by himself, Mr. N. 
Smcdley and Dr. H. H. Knrny iu 1924'. Although it contains no* 
r.ew species the collection is of interest in that it adds these little 
known islands ta the distribution of many Malaystan species. 

Tn the following iist, cxduding two species which were collected 
at Padang in .. urnaïra and one on the Batu Islands (and not on the 
Mentawi Grou p) , only two of the ten now recorded were hitherto

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known definitely froni the Mentawi Islands. Most of thcm are 
common Malaysian species, whose occurrence on these islands is 
to be expectecl. There are however two species, which are of 
particular interest: Pomponia dccetn, liitherto only known from 
Bornéo and Banguey 1 cl., which is reprcsented in this collection by 
five spécimens from the islands of Siberut and Sipora; and Crypto- 
tympan a epithesia, obtained on Siberut, a very rare species known 
before only from Bornéo, Sumatra and Nias lsland. The examples 
of both these species in this collection differ slightly from the 
typical forni and if longer sériés were available would probable 
ment sub-specific distinction. 

The apparent absence of certain species and généra which one 
would expect to lind on these islands is perhaps just as interesting 
as the présence on them of unexpectcd species. In this connection 
it is eu nous that no species of the genus Cosmopsaltria were 
collectcd. Thirteen species of this genus are known from Malaysia: 
eight in Bornéo, five in Sumatra, and for the most part they are 
common species wherever they occur. The occurrence of but one 
ont of the thirteen in Java, and so far none at ail on the Mentawi 
group of islands or front any of the islands off the wost coast of 
Sumatra is wortli notice, 

The absence of the common Platylomia spinosa is a little sur- 
prising. It is still perhaps to be found there. Platyplcura tiobilis, 
a small species and not often met witli, ranges from Assam and 
Burma through the Malay Peninsula to Bornéo, Sumatra and Java, 
and should probablv be found in the Mentawi Islands. The big 
Pomponia adusta wîth stmilar distribution is another “possible”. 

The number in brackets after each species in the following 
list refers to the number given tio that species in my paper on the 
Cicadas of Malaysia, published in the Journal of the Federated 
Malay States Muséums, Vol. XI, pt. 2, December 1923, synonymy, 
geographical distribution and other notes.

A 5 front Sumatra collectod by Mr. E. Jacobson in 102;. 
measures 5c mm. and 152 mm. But iu that spccimen the opercula 
are typical tn bemg broadly roundcd at apex instead of bluntly 
tapered ns m the Siberut example. 

. ^'Bi longer serîes :t woulü no doubt be easy to rccognize 

distinct sub-species for Bornéo. Sumatra and Siberut, But if is a 
;.ite spei ies. hitherto only known Iront two Bornean males in ihe 
British Muséum, described by Distant iu 1888, two males from 
.\:ny Island in rite K M. S. .Muséums and a data-less fcmale in rite 
Patries Mmeum. Mr. Jacobson sent me a female from Fort de 
kock, Sumatra, collected in 1924. and a male front the sarno localitv 
collected tn 1925—whiclt form the Hrst record of this species in 
Sumatra. (Xo. 85). 

10 . Huechys sangulnea (de Geer). 

Pulau Tello, Batu lslands t ex. coll. H. U. Karny. 

Described in 1773 front China. Common in the Malav Pcnin- 
su'a, known from Sumatra and Bornéo and said by Walker to 
inhabit Java. A species of widc range in the Oriental Région 
(No. 105). 

11. Huechys incarnata (Germar). 

Padang. Sumatra 69 $ $ , 62 9 9 . 

Described by Germar in 1S34 probablv front Java. Also known 
from Sumatra, Celebes and Amboyna. Two fresltly emerged 
spécimens in whiclt the latéral tumescences of the pronotum alone 
.iie jlack, the rest c>f the head and thorax bright red, are of interest. 
'ilie Hne sériés collected shows rnany curious variations in the* 
neuration of the tegniitta, (Xo. ic6). 

12 . Muda vlrguncula (Walker).

Described by Walker in 1856 from Singapore. Also known 
from Sumatra. Bornéo. Java, Banguey Island and New Guinea. 

,U. obtitsa (Walker)’ may prow synonyntous. Distant records 
a 9 (as Miufii concrlor) from Mentavvi. ’ M. obtusa is separated 
on account of its smaller size <exp. tegm. 33 mm. instead of 40— 

45 mm.), and for haviitg the longitudinal veins to the radial areas 
of the tfgmma obhVjuely angulated. The sériés in this collection 
covers both “species" for size. and might be allotted to ehher on 
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venation. Ctoser comparison of the types in the British .Muséum 
and wtth longer sériés is neeessary. (No. 125). 

13 . Mogannia sesioiies (Walker).

Described by Walker in 1867 frorn Sumatra, where it is com- 
mon. Also recorded {rom the Malay Feuinsula and the Mentawi 
Islands.
